"A single serve can excellent in taste and balance of nutrition, which is structxired such 
that a chunk of a bluefin is dished up on two layers comprising a flesh meat of bloody color of 
a fresh bluefin or an oceanic bonito containing a taurine and vitamin necessary for a cat and a 
whity meat and they are surroimded by a jelly. Since it is constituted by a aluminum pull top 
can, it is simple and convenient." 

2) "Chef Shu Shu (Tuna and White Meat)" 

"A single serve can excellent in taste and balance of nutrition, which is structured such 
that a white mean is dished up on two layers comprising a flesh meat of bloody color of a fresh 
bluefm or an oceanic bonito containing a taurine and vitamin necessary for a cat and a whity 
meat and they are surrounded by a jelly.

"A single serve can excellent in taste and balance of nutrition, which is structured such 
that a crab is dished up on two layers comprising a flesh meat of bloody color of a fi-esh bluefm 
or an oceanic bonito containing a taurine and vitamin necessary for a cat and a whity meat and 
they are surrounded by a jelly. Since it is constituted by a aluminum pull top can, it is simple 
and convenient."

about the contents of each of the canned provisions. 

1 ) "Black Can Shu Shu Chef (Tuna)" 

"A single serve can excellent in taste and balance of nutrition, which is structured such 
that a chunk of a bluefm is dished up on two layers comprising a flesh meat of bloody color of 
a fresh bluefm or an oceanic bonito containing a taurine and vitamin necessary for a cat and a 
whity meat and they are surrounded by a jelly. An oligosaccharide having an excellent deodorant 
effect and an effect for intestinal disorders is also included. Since it is constituted by a aluminum 
pull top can, it is simple and convenient." 

2) "Black Can Shu Shu (Containing White Meat/Tuna)" 

"A single serve can excellent in taste and balance of nutrition, which is structured such 
that a white meat is dished up on two layers comprising a flesh meat of bloody color of a fi-esh 
bluefin or an oceanic bonito containing taurine and vitamin necessary for a cat and a whity meat 
and they are surrounded by a jelly. An oligosaccharide having an excellent deodorant effect and 
an effect for intestinal disorders is also included. Since it is constituted by a aluminum pull top 
can, it is simple and convenient." 

3) "Black Can Shu Shu (Containing Crab/Tuna)" 

"A single serve can excellent in taste and balance of nutrition, which is structured such 
that a crab is dished up on two layers comprising a flesh meat of bloody color of a fresh bluefm 
or an oceanic bonito containing a taurine and vitamin necessary for a cat and a whity meat and 
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they are surrounded by a jelly. An oligosaccharide having an excellent deodorant effect and an 
effect for intestinal disorders is also included. Since it is constituted by a aluminum pull top can, 
it is simple and convenient."
